The 
Zeppelin has been transformed from & 
bomb-dropper and agent of frightfulness 
into an mir liner, capable of crossing the 
‘Atlantic with a load of passengers more 
quickly than can the fastest. liner. The 
day. is not far distant when an: ‘girship 
will leave England with o hundred pas- 
sengers or more, and will deposit them 
in India four or. five days later. The 
risks will be small compared with those 
of the ocean journey at present, even on 
a modern liner fitted with wireless and 
the latest life-saving devices. Several 
Zeppelins were brought down in flames 
during the War, an achievement made 
possible by. the inflammatory “nature of 
the gas (hydrogen) used to fill the gas 
bags.
